On 3/11/04, he got in the train at Meco, en route to 
Atocha. He was reading a book, so he did not pay much attention to 
other passengers or observe any suspicious activity. When the 
train stopped at the El Pozo substation, and he believed at the 
point new passengers were coming in, a bomb exploded behind him. 

He checked himself for injuries and as he was doing so a second 
bomb exploded to his front. One of his ears was badly cut, but he 
got up and attempted to exit . The train was a double decker and 
the stairs were blocked with debris. He then attempted to assist a 
fellow passenger, and as he was doing so, rescuers cleared off the 
debris blocking the stairs. He then exited the train and on the 
platform he was approached by police and rescue workers who 
evacuated him to the hospital right away, as he was bleeding 
profusely from the cut in his ear. The cut required 15 stitches to 
close. He also suffered perforated ear drums, in both ears, 
hearing loss and had chest pains for a while. He believed that the 
chest pains were caused by the blast, and only lasted a while.

Backeround Hwhliehts 


(LES) On 03/1 1/2004 at approximately 7:39 a.m. (Madrid time), the first of a series of 
10 explosions at four sites occurred at the Atocha train station (the main train station in Madrid). 
The death count was last reported at 202 dead and over 1500 injured. Legat Madrid offered the 
assistance and appropriate condolences of the FBI to the Spanish authorities National Police. 

(LES) Initial reporting that ETA was suspected was most likely based on their previous 
actions and their recent communications threatening the transportation and tourism industries. 
This initial assessment was likely related to recent ETA related terrorism matters in Spain, which 
included a foiled attempt to bomb the Chamartin train station (also in Madrid) in December, and 
the seizure of 500 Kg. of high explosives en route to Madrid by the Spanish Guardia Civil two 
weeks prior to the attack on 03/1 1/2004. Minister of the Interior Acebes initially communicated 
to the media that the Spanish authorities had no doubt ETA was responsible for the attacks. 


(U) Shortly after the attacks, media reporting stated that an Arabic language tape with 
Koranic verses has been found in a van carrying bomb detonators near Madrid. 



(U) On 03/14/2004 the general elections were held in Spain. The political repercussions 
from the inaccurate initial assessment coincided with the general elections in Spain. The change 
in the ruling political parties in Spain has been attributed by many political analysts to the initial 
reporting by the government that ETA and not Islamic extremist were responsible for these 


attacks.
